there are some recommendations for energy saving costs.

Mr. Oglesby stated these 

trees are ideal for the limited space adding they do not get too wide or too tall. Mr. 

Oglesby also stated that there is possible grant money available to help offset the cost. 

 

Mayor Robbins suggested mix and match trees so that they bloom different times of the 

year. Mayor Robbins reported Dr. Brian Klohn stated he would like to donate the money 

to replace the trees.
